The entrance may be as he likes; the exit must always be ours 

Ignatius of Loyola, founder and first general of the Jesuit order. 

Dr. Spaniard Pedro Arrupe, 57, general of the Jesuit order, compared 
Catholicism with Coca-Cola: while he was certainly "not a mild 
drink," he was undoubtedly an "excellent commodity." Just: "We do 
not know how to sell them, modern business people watching us 
have to shake their heads." 

Like Cola managers, their markets should be "carefully researched" 
by the Catholic Church leaders, the highest-ranking Jesuit told an 
American guest, whom he received on the fourth floor of his 
rudimentary furnished Roman residence, Borgo Santo Spirito. 

On September 27 this year, Arrupe publicly announced his plan in 
St. Peter's Basilica at the Second Vatican Council-the gathering of 
all the Catholic chief shepherds. But now the Jesuit general was no 
longer mercantile, but militant - as it corresponds to the popular 
conception of the Jesuits as "grenadiers of fanaticism and 
intolerance" (as the French Enlightenment d'Alembert). 
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The scene in the Konzilsaula would have symbolic power: Pedro 
Arrupe, Lord over 36 000 Jesuits around the world, stood at the 
microphone on a tribune to the left of the altar, diagonally opposite 
the statue of the founder of the order and the first Jesuit general 
Ignatius Loyola (1491-1556), whose left Marble foot crushes the 
devil. And over the heads of the more than 2,000 bishops, the call 
of the 27th Ignatius successor Arrupe to the worldwide fight against 
the death enemy of the church, the atheism echoed. 
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The battle announcement of the general: 


- Atheism, thanks to its "perfectly elaborated strategy", exerts 
"almost unlimited power in international organizations, in the 
financial world and in the mass media: in television, in film, in radio 
and in the press". 

- "Atheistic attitudes and culture ... also poison the minds of 
believers and even of priests by arousing mistrust, rebellion within 
the church ..." 

It was the first speech of the "black pope" (Spanish: "Papa negro", 
Italian: "Papa nero") * in the Council hall: Arrupe was only at the 
end of May from the Upper for 386 Jesuits in Japan risen to the 
rank of general. 
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Several council fathers were speechless. They sank into "silent 
astonishment," as Press Monsignor George Higgins described the 
shock. 

Jesuit Mario von Galli ludicrously compared Arrupes' speech on 
German radio to the crusade calls of the Jesuit priest Lombardi, 
who in Italy - similar to Jesuit priest Leppich in Germany - is called 
"the loudspeaker of God". And a Jesuit professor, quoted 
anonymously by the US news magazine "Time," even commented 
on the intervention of the Jesuit general: "His language was the old 
Roman papal bulls **." 
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Vatican scientists sensed a sensation: the first open conflict 
between a black and a white pope in church history. Because the 
Jesuit seemed with his radical challenge in opposition to Paul VI. to 
be advised. 


The church monarch had recently announced his trip to the United 
Nations - the largest of the international organizations that Arrupe 
had apparently attacked as a breeding ground for atheism - and 
declared the most important task of all Catholics "love": "to the 
people of today, who always and wherever they are, to all "(see 
SPIEGEL conversation page 85). 

But appearance is deceptive. Four months before the Arrupe 
speech in St. Peter's Basilica, Pope Paul VI. even the fight slogan 
against atheism is spent, but not in front of a forum as large as 
Arrupe in St. Peter's Basilica and not to all Catholics, but only to the 
Jesuits. 


In an audience for more than 200 top-level priests, who came to 
Rome at the beginning of May to choose a successor for the 
deceased general, the Belgian Johannes Baptist Janssens, the Holy 
Father called for the "Society of Jesus" ("Societas Jesu ", 
abbreviated SJ), henceforth" with all energy "to fight against 
atheism - against the" militant atheism "of the Communists, 
against the philosophical atheism of those who" deny the existence 
of God ", against the atheism of those who" are the only ones To 
see value in pleasure "as well as to atheism par excellence, which" 
in our time once open, once hidden, masked, multi-faceted, haunts 
under the guise of progress through culture, economy and social 
spheres". 

This was an order. For all SJ members, the irony of law is "to 
execute on the spot whatever the present and future Roman popes 
will command for the promotion of souls and for the spread of the 
faith wherever they choose to send us." Thus four hundred years 
ago, the founder of the order, Ignatius, decreed that at the age of 
thirty, after a decade of knighthood, which was also rich in Amours, 
he consecrated, as he called it, "war service for God under the 
banner of the Cross". 


Paul predecessor John XXIII. never publicly mentioned this Jesuit 
papal obedience. Paul VI. but also visually turned him on. After his 
first audience for Arrupe, he told the Jesuit general to kneel before 
him and be photographed. Picture comment Arrupes, who reported 
to Jesuits about this: "This is the attitude of the sons of Ignatius: 
humbly prostrate at the feet of the Pope and placed in his hands." 
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"Blind obedience" (Ignatius), the Jesuits owe not only the white, but 
also their own, black pope. They have, as Ignatius required, "to see 
Christ present in their respective generals, and to love him as it 
should be reverent." 

This obedience and strict discipline make the Jesuits the most 
powerful weapon of the Church in that fight against atheism, Pope 
Paul VI. commanded. The "Society of Jesus" is greater than any 
other Catholic Order; In the last 50 years, the number of Jesuits 
has doubled, and only recently has the number of new arrivals 
declined in some countries. In addition, the SJ Order is better 
educated, more agile and more influential than any other Catholic 
formation. 

Apart from Jews and Freemasons, no group was as controversial at 
all times as the Societas Jesu. Jesuits, as the successful author 
Egon Friedell ("Cultural History of the Modern Age") judged, were 
"capable of anything in the fullest sense of the word" and therefore 
"the most skilled murderers". And the adjective "Jesuitisch" is 
widely used in linguistic usage synonymous with "slick, malicious, 
subtle" (so Karl Peltzer's handbook "The apt word"). 

The Jesuit power is still immeasurable and its mystery 
unfathomable. According to popular beliefs of the Jesuit Fathers 
such as the American Walter Ciszek, who in 1940 on a secret 
mission as Pole "Vladimir Lypinski", allegedly widower, father of 
three children and woodworkers, was smuggled into the Soviet 
Union and arrested there as a spy of the Vatican; such as the 
Frankfurt Adolf Rodewyk, who explains in small circles the 
technique of expelling devils from human bodies (SPIEGEL 
26/1965); and like the Roman Sebastian Tromp, who sits behind 
the barred windows of the Holy Office - the highest authority of faith 
- and searches in the books of Catholic scholars for heretical 
theses. Tromp: "I put the clear message of a pope ... 

But the youngest secret of the Order is how, in spite of such 
members and in spite of deep-seated mistrust in recent years, it 
has also earned many non-Catholics the reputation of a 
cosmopolitan, reform-minded vanguard of the Roman Church. 

This new image of the popular Jesuit influenced members of the 
Order such as D the 1955 deceased Frenchman Pierre Teilhard de 
Chardin, who wanted to reconcile the Catholic faith in the ancestor 
Adam with the findings of modern science, was not allowed to 
publish a book during his lifetime and today at the Council with the 
Apostle Paul is compared; 

-the German Augustin Cardinal Bea (Rom), 84, who at the Council 
promotes the brotherhood of Christians of all churches and 
freedom for all religions and is as popular among non-Catholic 
Christians as no other cardinal in church history before him; 

-The German Karl Erlinghagen, a professor in Frankfurt and 
Freiburg, 52, as the hardest Catholic critic of the state sectarian 
school rather liberal than bishops applauded ("Is it educative 
sense, all without exception, many perhaps even against their will, 
in one To force the Catholic school? One must doubt that"); 

-the German Oswald von Nell-Breuning, a professor in Frankfurt, 75, 
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The church-far unity - trade unionists timely social concepts 
submitted, the property for all long before the bricklayer functionary

Employee participation across the industry is agreed; 

- The Englishman and former Archbishop of Bombay Thomas 
Roberts (London), 72, who argues as decidedly as no other Catholic 
priest on the release of the anti-baby pill ("All arguments against 
contraception can not convince me"); 

-the German Karl Rahner, professor in Munich, 61, who is regarded 
as the most important contemporary Catholic theologian. He 
demands of his church "to go to the utmost limit in the courage of 
the new and untried". 

Border crossings of cosmopolitan Jesuits are often dangerous. 

Thus, the Englishman Roberts was recently forbidden to continue to 
publicly discuss his pills theses. And the Munich Rahner had to 
cope with censorship difficulties for a longtime before he could 
prevail at the Council as a spiritual pioneer for reforms. 

Shortly before the beginning of the semester, professors collected 
250 signatures to protect Rahner from intervention by the faith 
guards in the Holy Office. 

In 1964 Rahner was honored by his church as no spiritual scholar 
before him: 15 cardinals, 24 archbishops, and 145 bishops, as well 
as 414 professors, including 79 physicians and twelve chemists, 
contributed to a congratulatory table on the occasion of his 60th 
birthday. 

Recently, Rahner ventured into uncharted territory, which no 
Catholic priest had ever entered before him: in Salzburg, assisted 
by other Jesuits, he gave atheist ideologues - all functionaries of 
communist parties - the honor of a scientific dispute. 

Whether such advances will be in the enemy camp on the future 
general line of the new black pope Arrupe, has remained unsure of 
his religious people. The Spaniard was silent about it when, during 
the ten-week General Congregation of the Order - a kind of Jesuit 
Parliament - in the summer of this year before 200 Fathers 
developed the new course. He wants to decide case by case. 

In his monologues before the Jesuit Parliament, the new general 
spoke as militantly as later at the council. Arrupe: "The battle that 
is being struck today against the true faith in God is much harder 
than at the time of St. Ignatius." 

The time of Ignatius was the time of the Counter-Reformation, as 
was also fought with fire and sword against witches and Lutherans. 
At that time the Jesuits, who occupied most of the schools and 
princely confessionals, saved their church from the exitus in Central 
Europe. 

But as militant as Arrupe is to fulfill his "fighting group of Jesus 
Christ" (Ignatius) with religious zeal - the Jesuit offensive is to be a 
campaign of non-violence and the weapon of "dialogue" with the 
world. "Serious, open and courageous" the general wants his 
Jesuits to seek new ways to understand the concerns and 
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questions of "all people, be they believers or unbelievers, good or 
bad". Arrupe: "We know the answer, we have the solution." 

The first commands are issued. Works by atheist authors are now 
permitted at all universities of the Order. In the SJ seminaries, the 
rhetoric is practiced more intensively than ever before, and already 
during their studies young Jesuits are to swarm away to teach 
infidels to pray. They will support their monks, who have been 
dragging across the country for a long time as walking preachers. 

In the fight against Pope Paul VI. so-called "Atheism of those who 
see the only value in pleasure", the "Society of Jesus" with Father 
Johannes Leppich the most prominent and at the same time 
loudest champion. Leppich scourged in the jargon of mates, whores 
and twens and with ever new slogans (1965: "Dolce vita 

- "Big Life"), the "Lemonade Christians" and the "Beast Sexuality", 
which in his speeches is the most annoying and therefore most 
beloved creature. 

Like Leppich in the gutter and other Jesuits on cathedrals, the 
French Jesuit Duval leads the fight against unbelief in concert halls: 
he teases pious chansons from the guitar to those who no longer 
want to hear sermons and turns 100,000 annually in the Peugeot 
404 Kilometers through Europe. Soloist Duval: "God is sitting next 
to me." 

And in districts that are closed to other priests, Jesuits such as the 
Montreal taxi-pater Paul Aquin, whose car is equipped with a cross, 
siren and telephone, come forward; On Sundays, Aquinas passes 
his motorized believers the communion through the car window: 

The fair will not get out. 

The mobile "Society of Jesus" is structured according to a 
"hierarchy that resembles the structure of an army" (Paul VI). The 
world is divided into 77 Jesuit provinces, whose respective superior 

- the "provincial" - has the same authority over his subordinates as 
the general over the entire order. Most Jesuits live in -original 
houses - the branches - where they also have to follow the 
instructions of the respective superiors - the "superiors" - strictly. 

Jesuits reside in almost every country in the world. Only the 
members of the Order in the Soviet Union and China (about 120 
each), in Czechoslovakia (400), Hungary (300) and Romania (20) 
are - in contrast to the 712 Polish and the 323 Yugoslav Jesuits - the 
command of the Roman Generals withdrawn. The strongest 
contingents work in the USA (8377) and in Spain (5239). 

There are 1119 Jesuits in the Federal Republic - no more than in 
New York alone; They are run by three Provincials (in Munich, West 
Berlin and Cologne) and live mainly in the 28 branches of the Order. 
In addition, the "Society of Jesus" in Germany has two colleges - in 
Pullach (for their own offspring) and in Frankfurt (also for the 
training of other priests) - and five high schools, whose students 
after graduation mostly secular professions choose: In Berlin (Ex- 
Schuler: CDU! CSU parliamentary leader Rainer Barzel), Hamburg, 
Biiren "Bad Godesbergand St. Blasien (ex-student: CSU Freiherr 
von and zu Guttenberg). 
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About every third German Jesuit father teaches at the institute's 
institutes or gives religious instruction. Preferred Offices for the 
remaining SJ Priests: student pastor, Spiritual (religious leader) at 
seminaries and supervisors of Catholic Associations. Only seven 
parish parishes are serviced by Jesuits. 

The "Society of Jesus" ignores the zonal border (the 54 East 
German Jesuits are under the provincial government in West 
Berlin), but unlike the Vatican has accepted the Oder-Neisse border: 
the western borders of the two Polish Jesuit provinces coincide 
those of the People's Republic of Poland. 

The education of the SJ Fathers takes twelve years - twice as long 
as with other priests. After two novice years, the future Jesuit priest 
takes the vows of poverty, chastity and obedience and then studies 
philosophy for three years. Two years of practice are followed by a 
four-year study of theology; before the last year of study, the young 
Jesuit is ordained a priest. The training ends with a several months 
"tertiat", which serves the religious deepening. 

However, barely half, and in some districts, only a quarter of the 
young Jesuits keep this long march; many leave again during the 
time of the novices, not many of them change to other priestly 
careers or secular professions only after the vows and a few 
semesters of study. 

In addition to the academically educated members of the Order, the 
SJ still includes 5868 so-called coadjutors, who also take the vows 
of poverty, chastity and obedience, but do not study and are not 
ordained priests. Most do house services in the order branches. 
Women are not allowed to enter these SJ homes; Only visiting 
rooms near the front door are open to them. 

About a fifth of the Jesuits are involved in the mission - like Father 
Alvares (nickname: "Swami Animananda" - "Father, who seeks joy in 
little things"), who in Deshnur, India, like the locals for the 
enjoyment of onions and pumpkin and besides renouncing any 
priestly habits. He wears a turban, a saffron toga, and a full beard. 
Only on a pectoral cross can he be distinguished from Brahmins. 

Other Jesuit missionaries prefer white robes - such as the Fathers 
Froehlich and Dornstauder in the Brazilian jungle, which attract with 
liquor, tobacco and soap potential mission objects. They deposit 
gifts in places marked with arrows by the Indians. If the presents 
are picked up, the half-savages are ready for contacts. 

But the elite of the Jesuit Fathers occupies the bastions all over the 
world, which ensure the "Societas Jesu" their influence on church 
and world: 

-49 theological and philosophical 

Colleges for own and foreign young priests, including the Pontifical 
Gregorian University in Rome, from which so far 7 saints, 33 
blessed, 14 popes (including Pius XII and Paul VI.) And hundreds of 
cardinals (including the Munich Julius Dopfner) and bishops 
emerged ; 

- 35 universities, of which alone in the 
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USA 15 with 86 000 students; Washington's Georgetown University 
has the country's only diplomacy school, and nearly one in ten US 
law graduates has studied at Jesuit universities; 

- 36 more colleges with secular 
disciplines; 

- 700 schools and secondary schools with about 800,000 pupils; 
Europe's most prominent Jesuit student is Giovanni Baptist 
Montini, today Paul VI, most prominent Jesuit student in Africa, 
Ghanaian President Kwame Nkrumah; 

- 35 episcopal seats mostly in mission countries; the only Jesuit on 
a European bishop's throne is in Copenhagen Hans Martensen, 38; 

-1200 journals; 

- 24 radio stations, including radio 
Vatican, and two television stations. 

With the election of Arrupe to the black pope, the Jesuits have now 
also in the person of their general found a connection to the global 
bustle of the Order: The Spaniard is the first SJ general who has 
spent most of his religious life in the midst of other faithful - of 
which the last 27 years in Japan. 

Arrupe is also the first Ignatius of St. Ignatius comes from the 
narrower home of the Order's founder. He is Basque and has in 
common with the Loyolaner the stature (Ignatius measured 1.58 
meters, the new general is eleven inches taller), the "long nose and 
the bald" (Arrupe) and the joy of home songs in common. Of 
course: Ignatius let them sing, Arrupe sings himself. 

For the Basque it was "without any doubt the will of God" that he 
became a priest and entered the "Society of Jesus" (Arrupe: If Yes, 
then Jesuit) - but only after ten semesters of medical studies in the 
sanctuary of Lourdes, where, according to Catholic faith, the Virgin 
Mary once appeared to the girl Bernadette, 14, and opened up a 
miraculous spring. 

During the one-month stay at Arrupe in Lourdes in 1926, three 
healings were recorded - those of a tuberculous nun, a Belgian 
woman who had cancer, and a 20-year-old boy suffering from polio. 
Remember Arrupe in 1965: "Okay, I told myself, that's what the 
Savior did." And: "I have seen the Savior through the x-ray 
apparatus." 

After novice years in Loyola, the young Jesuit decided to report for 
use in Japan. Arrupe: "My only motive was the will of God, I felt that 
he called me to Japan." The Basque needed only the order of the 
general and the travel money. But then he had to wait eight years. 

In 1930, in a letter to Rome, he submitted his request for the first 
time, a year later for the second time. The answer was a laconic 
placet, details were missing. Arrupe could not travel. 

For another seven years he waited as obediently and patiently as 
he considered appropriate as an SJ member: the original Jesuit 
Ignatius had once spent 14 hours in the waiting room of a cardinal 
who had invited and forgotten him. 
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Only after years of study in Spain, Belgium, Holland and in the USA 
was there another opportunity to discreetly remind the General of 
the long-term goal of Japan. A priest traveled to Rome and offered 
to keep up with demand as casually as possible. Finally, on 
September 30,1938, the Spaniard was allowed to embark. 

He became a missionary and in 1942 novice master. Since August 
1945, he is called the "Jesuit of Hiroshima" because he witnessed 
the explosion of the first atomic bomb and led a comprehensive 
relief operation of the Jesuits. In 1954, the Roman general 
promoted him to the highest Jesuit of the island kingdom. 

The Spaniard internationalized the province, which had been fed for 
decades only with Germans. Most recently, he commanded 386 
Jesuits from 28 nations in Japan. 

Arrupt successes, of course, Arrupe could report as little as his 
predecessors to Rome: After half a century SJ mission, the 
Catholics still make up only a fraction (0.3 percent) of the 
population. 

On the other hand, the Jesuits gained considerable influence on 
the spiritual life of the island kingdom. They manage a total of 14 
schools and institutes. From a school that three priests opened 50 
years ago in a wooden house, became a modern Jesuit university in 
Tokyo with currently 6237 students. 

When Arrupe moved from the Far East to the Eternal City in May 
1965, many Japanese newspapers devoted obituaries to him as if 
he were a Japanese. Even a Japanese tobacco company sent a 
farewell telegram to non-smoker Arrupe. 

As in Japan, today the Jesuits are well-liked in almost all countries 
except the Eastern Bloc. Even non-Catholic statesmen occasionally 
use their services. Emperor Halle Selassie, for example, brought 
her to Ethiopia to build a school for him. They immediately set up a 
university college and strictly fulfilled the imperial condition. To be 
civil and to be religiously neutral. 

But neither in Japan nor elsewhere was that always the case. As a 
Japan provincial, Arrupe had to inaugurate a memorial for martyrs of 
his order in Nagasaki: In the middle of the 17th century, the Jesuits, 
like other missionaries, had been crucified in Japan. And even in 
the rest of the world there was hardly a state in which the Order 
was not persecuted for years or decades or banned. 

In Norway, the Jesuit ban was lifted only in 1956; in Switzerland only 
members, but no institutions of the SJ are admitted today. 

At all times the number of converts by Jesuits was less than the 
number of opponents of the Order. Among them were the sinful 
Madame Pompadour, to whom her court Jesuits were too strict; the 
believing sins-opponent Blaise Pascal, who attacked the Ignatians 
for lax doctrines; Bourbon Kings as well as King Coppers; the Jesuit 
student and enlightener Voltaire as well as the Volksaufklarer 
Goebbels (who was educated Catholic, but contrary to a legend 
was not a Jesuit student). Scorn earned the "Society of Jesus" in 
the comedian Moliere, her former pupil, hatred of the orthodox 
Dostoyevsky, who accused the Jesuits of the "secularization of a 
pure idea of salvation". 
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The Ignatians were also suspicious in their early days, a number of 
popes. So Paul IV accused the founder of the order Ignatius 
posthumously a tyrannical regiment. Sixtus V. died in 1590 when an 
order to rigorously change the SJ statutes was ready for signature 
on his desk. Jesuit Hubert Becher in 1951 in a book about the SJ- 
Order: "The Jesuits regarded this strange coincidence as a special 
sign of God." 

And Clement XIV dissolved the Order "forever" in 1773, arguing that 
"in the opinion of most, it contradicts both true faith and good 
manners." The then Jesuit general Ricci accepted without public 
protest and was taken to the Roman Castel Sant'Angelo, where he 
died as a prisoner of the Pope. 

Clement XIV had appealed to the SJ prohibition "for the assistance 
and inspiration of the divine spirit." 

as did Pius VII when he was 41 

Years later the order allowed again. 

Conversely, occasionally non-Catholics such as the Chinese 
emperor Kang-hi, who was so content with his court Jesuits that he 
even wanted to marry his chief clerk by means of a pope's niece, 
sent an order to the Holy Father: at most "two hundred moons" old. 
Eyes like a dove, lips like a shell, length like a wheat stalk. 

When Pope Clement XIV decided that there were no Jesuits left, 
Frederick the Great decreed that the Order should be 
predominantly Protestant 

Prussia persist. And also Tsarina 

Catherine II did not want to renounce SJ services. 

Scholars such as Alexander von Humboldt and Leibniz were 
sympathetic to Jesuits for their scientific achievements, including 
the discovery of the Mississippi, Lake Nyassa, the sunspots and 
the "lantern magica". SJ missionaries brought umbrellas, rhubarb 
and vanilla from Europe to other parts of Europe. 

But praises were rare. Until well into the twentieth century, there 
was hardly a non-Catholic theologian, historian, or politician who 
had a good opinion of the "Society of Jesus." 

In the founding years the members of the SJ were called 
"Papstesel", "Esauiten" and "Jesu-Wider". But three and a half 
centuries later, the most reputed Protestant theology professors 
still agreed in their judgment. Georg Steitz 1878: "A caricature of 
Christianity corrupting the peoples." Adolf von Harnack 1891: "The 
Jesuit order endangers our culture." Karl Mirbt 1893: "The poison of 
the Jesuit morality works slowly, but surely." 

Not infrequently, the most radical opponents who publicly 
demonized and persecuted the Order were secretly, however, also 
its admirers. 

In the Nazi era, dealing with Jesuits was almost as criminal; 
Volksgerichtshof-Freisler: "No German can even touch a Jesuit even 
with the Feuerzange!" But Hitler, who in a secret order declared the 
Jesuits ineligible for military service in 1941, and Himmler, in whose 
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concentration camps more Jesuits were murdered than other 
religious priests, liked to compare their Black Corps with the SJ- 
Order. Jesuit hater Alfred Rosenberg on the Catholic baptized 
Himmler: "One can escape ten times from the Roman church and 
yet be a Jesuit." 

A peculiarity was actually common to the SS and the SJ. Both 
orders could not belong to descendants of Jews. This Jesuit law 
from 1594 - male Jewish ancestors to the fifth member excluded 
the inclusion in the Order - was not repealed until 1946. 

Like almost all judgments and prejudices from the Middle Ages, 
many misconceptions about the practices of the Order to the 
modern age. The Protestant clergyman and historian Johann 
Christoph Harenberg (1696-1774), a member of the Berlin Academy 
of Sciences and author of the "Pragmatic History of the Order of the 
Jesuits", widespread in the 18th century, succumbed to two who 
became immortal. 

In 1760, Harenberg updated his book by saying that just in Paraguay 
Jesuits were at war in a kind of hussar uniform. The news had long 
since been denied when Friedrich Schiller wrote it down for 
Harenberg in 1788 for the "Teutschen Merkur". Now she is in 
Schiller's works. 

Harenberg quoted extensively from "Secret Regulations" ("Monita 
secreta"), which he considered true to many historians even after 
the twentieth century, despite Jesuit denials. Chapter 6: "How rich 
widows are to win for the company (Jesus)." 

After reading the - indeed fake - secular instructions Harenberg had 
certainty: "They are allowed to make a Protestant, to cling to a 
beautiful woman and drink to the ground, if they can draw him by 
such means to Roman religion." 

As old as the Jesuit order is the accusation that he does not 
hesitate - as if it were the Fifth Column of the Holy See - from 
murder and war. So allegedly were tried by Jesuits or their tools 
murders or completed at the popes Clement VIII, XIII. and XIV., 

Henry IV of France, Joseph I of Portugal, Elizabeth I of England, 
William of Orange, Leopold I of Austria, Gustav Adolf of Sweden and 
US President Abraham Lincoln. 

Even in the middle of the 19th century, even a German Catholic 
prince of the Church in Rome was overcome by the delirium of 
thought. The curia cardinal Hohenlohe, contemporary of Bismarck 
and brother of the chancellor Hohenlohe (term 1894-1900), 
attributed the Jesuits the blame for the death of Cardinal Secretary 
of State Franchi (1878) and two other cardinals. In order to protect 
himself from any SJ attacks and to thwart a poisoning in the 
cathedral, the cardinal procured a closable goblet, in which he took 
his Meftwein when he celebrated outside his own church in Rome. 

In Germany at the same time Chancellor Bismarck admitted that in 
the most extreme case he would still prefer the rule of social 
democracy to the regiment of the Jesuits, and prophesied that one 
day, however, the SPD red would also be blacked out: "The Jesuits 
will eventually become the leaders of the In 1872, the Chancellor 
put an end to the so-called "apathetic dissemination" of the Jesuits 
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by prohibition, as advised by the Catholic prince and Cardinal's 
brother Hohenlohe. 

And two years later, Bismarck uncovered an SJ secret in the 
Reichstag: Jesuits unleashed the Franco-Prussian War of 1870. 
Bismarck: "I am fully capable of bearing witness to all this." He 
never did it. And also other Jesuit opponents failed to prove the 
Jesuits war guilt or murder; Although they had theologically justified 
the so-called tyrannicide, they did not instigate or execute it 
themselves. 

Even more than fear and fables, the Jesuit's reputation is 
detrimental to real or supposed principles of the Order that have 
become proverbial; especially 

- the motto "The end justifies the means", which was not 
established by the Jesuit order; 

-the authentic Ignatius word "What 

my eyes are white, I think black, if the hierarchical church so 
decides"; 

-the term "cadaver obedience" as a shortening of the Ignatius 
Rule, that all Jesuits must be supported and guided by their 
"superiors as if they were a corpse (cadaver), who is displaced 
everywhere and treated in every way". 

To defend their order, many Jesuits claimed for centuries that they 
were not more Catholic than all other priests, and blurred the 
existing and significant differences. 

Because like no other orders were and the Jesuits are true to their 
main guiding principle "ad maiorem Dei gloriam" ("for the greater 
glory of God") operates, for them this greater glory of God is, 
greater influence of their church and larger number of Catholics. 

Never the Jesuits were content like other priests in order to 
maintain safe stocks in rectories Catholic districts, or indulge in 
monasteries of their own edification: For the glory of God, but 
hardly the greater glory of God would be to Jesuit understanding 
well served. 

Rather, the Jesuit field has always been the non-religious or 
unbelieving world in which pastoral care means struggle. Depending 
on the front to which they are sent, the enemy to beat, the time 
they live in, they change their weapons. And in the constant search 
for new ways of increasing the number of Catholics, the Jesuits 
have often become pacemakers of church reform. 

Because of its adaptability, the Jesuit "can give the impression of 
lack of principle," confessed in 1951 the SJ Father Hubert Becher; 
"He always appears to the more favorable and more 
advantageous". 

The "at the same time worldly and religion-seeking society" 
(according to the Protestant historian Leopold von Ranke) was often 
too worldly wise for the church and often too eager for the world. 
The borderline was and is crossed by Jesuits in both directions.

In their greatest time, during the Counter-Reformation, the Jesuits 
did not shy away from "assisting the saber with sermon" (church 
historian Heinrich Boehmer, Protestant). 

At the same time, however, even then the Jesuits became church 
reformers in order to turn the forced converts back into believers. 
They discovered the value of the sermon, made their faith evident 
through pilgrimages and processions, and fought against rigorous 
priests who scared believers out of the confessionals. 

In the last century, however, the "Society of Jesus" for a longtime 
seemed to have become a Catholic Order like any other: its 
successful methods had been taken over by other priests. 

And SJ professors, otherwise always on the gain of Catholics 
considered, now contributed significantly to the non-Catholics 
access to the Roman doctrine was complicated: 

-They militantly defended the Pope's privileges against ideas of 
inner-Catholic reform, which were felt above all in France and later 
condemned by the church. 

-They were among the pioneers of the dogma of the Immaculate 
Conception of Mary, which was proclaimed in 1854. 

- They fought before and on the 

First Vatican Council 1869/70 against that strong minority who tried 
in vain to prevent a decision on the infallibility of the Pope in 
teaching decisions in matters of faith. 

The church seemed to close to the world along with its Jesuits. 

With the so-called syllabus Pius IX had. rejecting 80 popular 
"heresies", including the thesis that "Roman pope can and should 
reconcile and communicate with progress, with liberalism and with 
modern civilization." In 1907, moreover, "modernism" was 
condemned and thus, for example, the view that Catholic dogmas 
could change in the course of general progress. 

It was the time when almost every Catholic theologian chose 
"theme and style" of his work ", so that they were uninteresting for 
'spies' and 'informers'" (Rahner employee Vorgrimler). 

The works of SJ theologians were, with some exceptions, as 
conservative as their internal religious life, which has remained 
virtually unchanged since the days of the founder Ignatius. 

The Jesuit should not even, as the "Encyclopedia of Protestant 
Theology and Church" knew in 1880, move his head freely, but 
must keep it upright with a slight bending forwards, as a rule the 
eyes should seek the ground without haste raise yourself calmly 
and, while talking, only fix the lower part of the other, the forehead 
must not be wrinkled, the nose should not be smoked ". 

In truth, the Jesuits are only to strive for "the cheerfulness of the 
countenance and the greatest kindness of speech" (Ignatius). The 
uniformity of the Order does not begin with the Jesuit noses, but 
with the lodging and daily routine of each Order member. 

Almost all the Jesuits live in religious houses, where everyone 
works and sleeps in a relatively small room - the university 
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professor as the simplest confessor. Furniture mostly only: bed, 
wardrobe, table, chair, bookshelf, Betschemel; Radios own only 
Jesuits who need it professionally. Everyone (except the upper, the 
old and the sick) sweeps and bans himself. 

And common to all Jesuits is also that they have no personal 
benefit from income. They flow into the all common house cash 
register, which manages in each case a "Pater economist". Even an 
author like Rahner, who currently has 23 books (plus five records) 
alone in the German market **, publishes several dictionaries and 
as a keynote speaker is more sought after than any other German 
university professor, is home economists with the Necessary 
provided. Part of the house revenue is transferred to the province 
and to Rome; among other things, he serves to entertain the 
general and his staff. 

Uniform for centuries is also the SJ daily routine. In the morning, the 
Jesuits pray for an hour (Ignatius thought 15 to 20 minutes were 
enough), spend fifteen minutes of individual "conscience research" 
before lunch and after dinner, and spend about half an hour after 
lunch To relax circle of their confratres. 

The common prayer, which in some other orders takes up several 
hours of the day, limits the Jesuits to a quarter of an hour in the 
evening. 

Once a year, all the Jesuits undergo weeklong retreats, several 
times in their religious life they go to the retreat house *** for four 
weeks. 

Better than the superiors of other orders or even bishops, the SJ 
leaders are informed about the inner life of their subordinates. 
Jesuitic peculiarity is the "conscience calculation", which every 
member of the Order regularly - as in a confession - over all 
thoughts, powers, good works, temptations, weaknesses, 
mistakes, difficulties, inclinations, desires "(Jesuit cup) must take 
before the superior In addition, every Jesuit is obliged to report all 
errors and weaknesses of his confessions to the respective 
authorities. 

Public criticism of another Jesuit but would be a violation of an 
unwritten religious rule. Thus, for example, no Jesuit priest has 
made a negative comment to Johannes Leppich about non-Jesuits, 
although most German Jesuits know that Leppich repeatedly had to 
shut down for long periods at the order of his provincial and to seek 
religious and spiritual deepening. 

Field-service Jesuits, such as Leppich, are generally given a 
marching order to free them from the location and theme of their 
performances. Contrary to popular opinion, they are not 
supervised: the top news reports are sufficient for scrutiny. For 
individual lectures or panel discussions, however, the approval of 
the supervisor must be obtained. 

Orally, a Jesuit may occasionally present a thesis that he develops 
without any control of the Order - in writing he can not. No Jesuit 
may even print a single sentence that no other Order member has 
read before. And even for theological essays in magazines must be 
the imprimatur-the permission to print 
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- of the Order. 

For book manuscripts, a second, the ecclesiastical permission to 
print is necessary in addition to the SJ imprimatur. Before being 
requested, the texts of selected Jesuits must be examined and 
judged; in philosophical works there are two, in theological three 
checkers. The test is not based on a doctrine of the Order (which 
does not exist), but on the numerous Roman warning signs erected 
by the popes and their Holy Office over the centuries. 

An unwritten Jesuit rule is self-evident to all the priests: the 
respective pope must not be the subject of any criticism. Already 
original Jesuit Ignatius had proposed to followers who were critical 
of the then SJ-hostile Pope Paul IV, an alternative solution: they 
should not mention Paul IV at all and instead praise his 
predecessor Marcellus II to the best of their ability. 

The interventions, the Pius XII. in large numbers against new ideas 
of Catholic theologians have never been criticized by Jesuits even in 
one word - although they were often Jesuits. The most prominent 
Pius victim was the Frenchman Henri de Lubac, to whom the Pope 
in the encyclical "Humani generis" in 1950 alluded to because of a 
false doctrine of God's grace and was soon chased by his chair. 

Other SJ theologians also had to struggle with difficulties during the 
John Pontificate - the American John C. Murray, who had a long time 
publication ban, the Frenchman Jean Danielou, who also wrote for 
the drawer at times, and-Karl-Rahner, who in 1961 had to send his 
manuscripts for censorship to the Jesuit general to Rome, at the 
direction of the Holy Office. 

The forces of renewal did not emerge until 1962, when the Second 
Vatican Council began in Rome, and the majority of bishops showed 
themselves to be reform-minded. Now the German Rahner was 
allowed to write his opinion on the collegial co-responsibility of the 
bishops for the universal church in the hitherto conservative council 
draft. And even the once modest Jesuits Murray, de Lubac and 
Danielou are today Council theologians. 

The example of the draft on religious freedom - which the Council 
will soon decide - makes it clear that it is primarily the Jesuits who 
seek to impose new, world-wide insights in the Church. 

At home, Jesuit Murray had so radically championed the separation 
of church and state that even his otherwise liberal American 
superiors withdrew him from the market: The Jesuit denied anyone, 
including any Catholic state, the right to associate with any religion 
to identify or suppress any religion. Anyone, including a Protestant 
in Spain, where only the Catholic Church is allowed to appear in 
public, must have the full freedom to confess his faith. 

This thesis of freedom was in contradiction to a principle that Pius 
XII. proclaimed in 1953: "What does not correspond to the truth 
and the moral law, has objectively no right to existence, propaganda 
and action." The dissemination of doctrines other than the Catholic 
can at best be tolerated - tolerated - by the church, but never 
positively affirmed. 

The 1965 Heidelberg Professor Bbckenforde in the German Jesuit 
journal "Voices of Time": "If you consider the Catholic theory of 
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tolerance in its basic content... it is pretty much the same as the 
tolerance theory developed and practiced by modern communism." 

At the council, Murray's opinion was shared by most Catholic 
bishops. The US Jesuit was allowed to write parts of the draft of a 
Freedom Decree, which the Jesuit and Cardinal Bea then submitted 
to the church assembly. 

However, a strong conservative minority of bishops opposed: if the 
right to religious freedom were proclaimed at all, then the council 
must at least condemn militant atheism; So far 450 council fathers 
have signed a petition. Again, Jesuit Murray ventured: "If the 
Council declares that the atheist does not have the freedom to 
profess its ideology and make it the basis of a socialist-materialistic 
society, then the answer would be, 'Freedom, you solemnly 
speaking, we will refuse you just as solemnly, but much more 
effectively. "' 

With such theses, the American moves again into dangerous 
proximity to the border, which is set for the Jesuits as an anti- 
Hitlerite combat organization. And Jesuit Rahner had to learn 
recently that signals are switched to red again - by Pope Paul VI. 
even. 

In March 1965, Rahner had dared to think that any Catholic dogma 
could be "propounded in new formulations offered by the spirit of 
the new age, and through which it enters into quite different 
perspectives, which make it more spiritually assimilable to man of a 
new age." And: "Such a change within the validity of the enduring 
same dogma can be tremendous." 

But the pope found such thoughts monstrous. Paul VI The answer 
came last month solemnly by encyclical: The "formulations used by 
the Church to present the dogmas of faith ... are adapted to people 
of all times and places". And: "No one dares to change them at his 
discretion or under the pretext of a 'new science.' Rahners thesis 
was only six months old. 

The Munich professor and all progressive scholars of the Order are 
warned. You must be careful, that of Paul VI. far more cautious than 
John XXIII. not too far ahead of the guided church. 

But the mass of the nameless Jesuits must strive to keep up with 
the fighting spirit of their new general. 

His dissatisfaction with the spirit of the troupe clothed Arrupe on 
the SJ parliament in rhetorical questions: 

"Is it true that society (Jesus) has lost its mobility? Has society 
ceased to make progress? Is it true that society is currently 
suffering from a crisis of obedience with all its consequences? Is it 
true that one certain naturalism that is currently permeating the 
world, threatening to destroy our own society as well *?" 

Arrupe does not want to give the answer until September 1966, 
when the Jesuit parliament convenes again. Already, however, he 
made it clear to the Ignatians that their "holy zeal" (Ignatius) will in 
future also be measured in numbers: 

Arrupe predecessor Janssens had tolerated the decline of novices 
in some countries evenly. Janssens: "The mind blows where it 
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wants." But from then on the spirit should blow as the general 
wants it. Arrupe sees the reason for the 'junior gaps' above all in 
the 'lack of zeal and enthusiasm' among older Jesuits, who in many 
cases expressly advised young men not to enter the Order. Arrupe: 
"These are truly sad words." 

The zeal of the Spaniard to bring his order to new glory, the atheist 
station Moscow so interpreted: "It is said that he wants to become 
a second Ignatius of Loyola." 

Arrupe :, "God grant me this grace." 

* The Jesuit general owes this popular nickname because of his 
command over the largest Catholic order and its Habits: It is black 
as that of his Jesuits, while a cardinal elected to the pope turns red 
against white and therefore "white pope" (Spanish: "Papa bianco ", 
Italian" Papa bianco ") is called.
